Wilson and Tyrie Family Descendants in Canada Revised and Updated 


This paper is based on research related to the origins of some of my maternal ancestors, who 
originated in Scotland, and settled in the Province of Quebec in the later part of the 18% 
century. My maternal grandmother’s maiden name was Wilson, and there was a strong 
tradition regarding the family links to Scotland, and specifically to Alexander Wilson. 


An article written by Therese Archambault-Lessard, included in ‘Le Bulletin des Recherches 
Histroriques”, volume XLII, number 6, from June 19367, contains a brief history of the brothers 
Alexander and Thomas Wilson, and their immediate descendants in Quebec. The document 
identifies Alexander and Thomas’ parents as Alexander Wilson and Elizabeth Tyrie, and notes 
their birthplace as Skeen, Aberdeen, Scotland. 


The information in this article appears to have been based on Genealogical Dictionary of 
Canadian Families (Volume 7, section 2, Tre-Zis) 1608-1890, compiled by Fr. Cyprian Tanguay 


(Tanquay Collection). In Tanquay, Elizabeth’s surname is listed as Tyne, and the location of 
Alexanders birth is listed as ‘ville d’Aberdeen, Escosse’, City of Aberdeen, Scotland. Thomas’ 
birth location indicated to be ‘Skeen’ in Aberdeen, Scotland.

The information included in the Tanquay entries is based on original source documents, such 
as the marriage record for Alexander Wilson and Sarah Kelly. These records are from the parish 
of Notre Dame de Quebec (Drouin Collection), with a marriage date of November 8, 1784. 


The Drouin Collection is a microfilm collection of the actual marriage, baptism and funeral 
records of the Catholic parish churches within the Province of Quebec. The marriage records for 
the Catholic parishes in the Province of Quebec during this period typically include not only the 
given names and surnames of the parties, but also both parents, and in this particular instance, 
the birthplace of the groom, Aberdeen, Scotland.

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Origins in Aberdeen 


A birth record for Alexander Wilson (March 8, 1758), was located in the Parish of Cairney 
(Cairnie) in the county of Aberdeenshire. This record indicates Alex Wilson, and his wife 
Elizabeth Tyrie, had a son named Alex, whose birth was recorded as March 8, 1758. Cairnie, 
Huntly and Skeen are all located in the same region of Aberdeenshire. 
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This same page of parish records also lists the births of Alex and Elizabeth’s daughters Margaret 
on March 5, 1756, and Mary on March 8, 1760. 


In the text of the Le Bulletin des Recherches Histroriques, it is stated that Alexander (1758), 
and his brother Thomas, were protestant, and suggests they must have converted to 
Catholicism at an unknown date. This conjecture was apparently based on the fact that both 
Alex and Thomas were from largely protestant Scotland, but married into Catholic families, in 
Catholic ceremonies, and later served in lay offices of the Catholic church, and were buried in 
Catholic church cemeteries. 


The premise in Recherches Histroriques that the Wilson brothers were protestant appears to be 
incorrect. 


Although a large percentage of Scotland’s population adhered to Protestant worship during this 
period, the Catholic practice continued with some families, especially those aligned with the 
Jacobite cause. Review of available documents indicates that both Alexander and Thomas were 
likely baptized as Catholics at the time of birth. This will be discussed at a later point in this 
text. 


Alexander and Thomas’s fathers name, Alex Wilson, was not uncommon in Scotland during 
the 18" century, so pinpointing the correct person proved a challenge. Alexander’s mother’s 
name, Elizabeth Tyrie, is a bit more unique, and research on her family provided considerably 
more information.

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This article and the inscription provide some interesting clues regarding both Alexander Wilson 
and Elizabeth Tyrie. 


First, the inscription provides dates of death and approximate birth years for both Elizabeth 
and Alex. 1717 to 1799 for Alex, and 1730 to 1814 for Elizabeth. While the precise birth dates 
are not included, an approximate birth year helps when trying to link back to prior generations. 


Second, the inscription provides additional data on John Wilson, another of Alex and Elizabeths 
sons, and his wife, Jean Malcolm, and their eldest daughter Elizabeth Wilson. 


Third, it mentions Auchenclech as a place, “farmer of Auchenclech”. 


Fourth, the text refers to Elizabeth Tyrie as one of the last descendants of the ‘Tyries of 
Dunnideer’, in |Insch. This proved a very important clue in researching farther back into the 
Tyrie family. 


Fifth, it identifies the Tyrie family as Roman Catholic. This was also helpful in researching the 
Tyrie family. 


Data currently available indicates that Alex(Sr) and Elizabeth had a total of 5 sons and 3 
daughters whose births/baptisms were recorded in the Cairnie parish records: Adam (1752- 
1825); John (1754-1820); Margaret (1756-1842); Alexander (1758-1822); Mary (1760-1761); 
Thomas (1765-1852); William (1768-1830); and Elizabeth (1771-1851). 


The marriage of Alex Wilson and Elizabeth Tyrie was recorded in Cairnie parish, dated May 31, 
1751. 


“Alex Wilson in ye parish & Mis Elizabeth Tyrie in ye parish of Inch were contracted 31st May 
1751 as a Certifcate from ye place bears.”

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A record of the marriage of Alex Wilson and Elizabeth Tyrie is also recorded in the records of St. 
Margret’s parish, in Huntley, dated May 29, 1751. 


“I, Mr John Gordon, according to the Rubricks prescribed by our H. Mother the C. Church joined 
in the Sacred bond of Matrimonie Alexd. Willson of Coneclach Lawful and only son to Adam 
Willson and Janet Leith in Said Coneclach with Elizabeth Tyrie Eldest Daughter to David Tyrie 


and Margaret Sinclare of Dunedear before Several Witnesses with the unanimous consent of all 
their friends” 
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Saint Margaret’s was a Catholic church, located in Huntley, Aberdeenshire. Huntley is only a 
few miles from Cairnie, where the marriage was recorded in civil records on May 31, 1751. 


This entry provides the names of the parents of both Alex, Adam Wilson and Janet Leith, of 
Coneclach; and of Elizabeth, David Tyrie and Margaret Sinclare, of Dunnideer.

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Auchenclech 


Auchenclech, in the parlance of northern Scotland, would be roughly ‘the field of the stone’ 
(achadh clech). There are places referred to as Auchenclech in both Aberdeen and Banth. 
Based on the references in other documents to Skene, Cairnie, and Aberdeen, the focus was 
directed towards the location in Aberdeenshire 


Searching revealed no existing town or village in Aberdeenshire named Auchenclech. The 
search did reveal a property, referred to as ‘Auchinclech House’, roughly 1.5 miles (2.5 Km) 
from the Kirkton of Skeen. It appears that the name Auchenclech in fact referred to the 
property owned by the Wilson family, and not a village or town. 


This is an image from the Scottish National Library Archives of “Auchinclech House”. The 
original house may have resembled this structure. The actual house may no longer exist, as 
such, due to additions and renovations carried out over the past 200 hundred years.

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The Skeen kirkyard inscriptions also provided some specific information about both Alex 
Wilson and John Wilson. Both were identified as being “of Auchenclech”. This indicates that 
they had been the owners of the property. 


John appears to have inherited Auchenclech from his father. By time of John’s death in 1820, 
of the other surviving male children of Alex and Elizabeth, Were all well established. Adam was 
well known and respected attorney in Aberdeen, and had his own property, called Glasgowego, 
now called Kinellar, near to Auchenclech. Alexander and Thomas Wilson had both emigrated 
to Canada, and William had acquired property of his own. It would appear that John had no 
male heirs, and title to Auchenclech past to his brother Adam, and on to his heirs. 


In May 1821, George Wilson, a son of Adam Wilson and a lawyer in Aberdeen, the nephew of 
John Wilson, advertised for the sale of Auchenclech.

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An article published by the Skene Heritage Society, in Newsletter Issue 21, January 2012, 
includes the following article regarding Auchinclech. 


“Auchinclech and the Cloch More” 


“The Cloch More (big stone) is a huge boulder in the Northeast corner of the parish. It is 
situated in a field across the road from Concraig, and a house nearby takes its name from the 
stone. The Ordnance Survey Name Book of 1864 says that a small hamlet or clachan used to 
stand near it. Dean of Guild documents from 1788 refer to Cloch Moreas a pendicle i.e., a 
separate holding or farm attached to a larger one, and this again suggests that there was a 
fermtoun there at that time. The stone may also be the origin of the name Auchinclech (the field 
of the stone). Some writers suggest that Auchinclech took its name from the stone circle which 
stood between the farms of Auchinclech and South Auchinclech (the latter formerly called 
Newton of Auchinclech). Certainly the farm of Auchinclech is nearer to the stone circle. 
However | still think the Cloch More is a more likely source for the name. Auchinclech was the 
original name of the whole estate, later split into Concraig and Auchinclech. It belonged 
originally to the Earl Marischal and his son, the Earl of Kintore. At the time of the Poll Tax 
Book in 1696 there were only three fermtouns on the whole estate Auchinclech, Boddomfawld 
(Boddemford or Bothomfauld), and Brissock with its mill (later called Birsack). If there was 
indeed a fermtoun or clachan at the Cloch More then it may have been this Auchinclech which 
would certainly have taken its name from the stone. Later, in the 18th Century, the estate split 
into two estates, Concraig and Auchinclech, and as far as | can see Concraig was a newly 
created name, | have found no trace of it before the 18° Century. So the original fermtoun of 
Auchinclech could have been sited near the stone.”14 


Fermtoun is defined as a collection of cottages for workers on a farm, literally a farm town.

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Tyrie Family 


The Tyrie family extends back hundreds of years in Scottish history. Maurice de Tiry of 
Perthshire swore fealty to Edward 1°t in 1296. The family included not only property owners, 
but also renowned religious scholars. The Tyrie family held, at various times, estates in 
Perthshire (Drumkilbo), Aberdeenshire (Dunnideer) and Forfarshire (Lunan). 


Dunnideer 


The branch of the Tyrie family that is associated with the Wilson family, are the Tyrie’s of 
Dunnideer. The Tyrie’s obtained the charter for Dunnideer from the Earl of Mar. 


The hill of Dunnideer is located near the village of Insch and holds a commanding view of the 
surrounding region. It is the site of the ruins of both an Iron Age hill fort and a medieval stone 
castle. These ruins mark Dunnideer as an important strategic location in the region. 


The residence of the Tyrie family reportedly stood near the burn (stream) of Shevrock , on the 
southern slope of the hill of Dunnideer. This description matches others from various sources 
describing the remnants of an old house foundation overlooking the streambed above the 
Shevrock. Also included in some of the descriptions was the mention of several Ash trees 
adjacent to the ruined foundations. 


Ash trees, like Rowan trees, were often planted adjacent to homes to ward off evil.

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The article about the Kirkyard inscription refers to Elizabeth Tyrie as one of the last descendants 
of the Tyries of Dunnideer, in Insch. 


Dunnideer passed out of the possession of the Tyrie family about 1724. The current farmhouse 
on the property was reportedly constructed in the 1790’s and was not part of the original Tyrie 
holding. 


The Jacobite Cause 


The Tyrie family were Catholic, and were strongly connected to the Jacobite cause. The 
Jacobites were supporters of the Catholic Stuart family’s claim to be the rightful heirs to the 
English and Scottish thrones. The dispute of these claims was the basis for the English Civil 
Wars of the 17" and 18" centuries, and were pushed not only by the Stuart heirs, but by their 
allies in France and Catholic Europe. 


David Tyrie, the elder, was the eldest son of John Tyrie of Dunnideer and his wife, Margaret 
Tulloch of Tanachie, Morayshire. David firstly married Elizabeth Gordon of Rothiemay with 
whom he had three daughters, and second, Anna Menzies of Pitfodels, by whom there were 
three sons and two daughters. (McDonnell, 1997) 


David Tyrie, the elder, was a staunch Jacobite supporter, and participated in the Rising in 1715. 
He was too old and infirmed to participate in the 1745 Rising, but supported it wholeheartedly. 


The following is an excerpt from an article posted on Little Rebellions, The Research Blog, 
related to the Tyrie family and the Rising of 1745. The David Tyrie discussed in this article is ‘the 
elder’, patriarch of the Tyrie family, and grandfather of David Tyrie (born 1727) who fought in 
the rebellion of 1745. 


“Near Dunnideer in Aberdeenshire during the early days of the rising, David Tyrie penned a 
remarkable letter to John Gordon of Glenbucket wherein he apologized earnestly that he was 
far too old and sickly to join the endeavor. To support the venture, however, he instead offered 
the service of his grandson: 


“Since Im not capable my self to Doe good to him. | must recomend my Grandsun Da. Grant to 
yew. so he is willing to serve under your Command And his imployment is ane surgeon having 
served...Ross in Old Meldrum near thrtie years. And is plenety Capable of his trade. So yt | think 
he may be of great use to yew & yr follower?®” 


It appears that by making such an offer, Tyrie was also ensuring the welfare of the boy, as well 
as that of a second grandson and a god son, both of whom he also recommended for use in 
Glenbucket’s command. In exchange for serving in the army, Tyrie explicitly reminds Gordon

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that he expects the boys to be cared for and to be given subsistence, since they had no other 
means of such comforts.*”” 


The Gordon families of Glenbucket and Park were connected by marriage to the Tyrie families, 
going back generations. 


Lord Pitsligo’s Horse 


Lord Pitsligo, along with a considerable number of Banffshire and Aberdeenshire gentlemen, 
joined the rebellion led by Prince Charles Stuart about 9th October 1745 in Edinburgh. They 
formed a cavalry troop of 182 mounted men and two companies of Infantry. The latter were 
merged in the Duke of Perth's regiment, while the mounted men continued under Pitsligo's 
command. The troop served throughout the operations until the army reached Inverness, when, 
like Lord Kilmarnock’s, it was dismounted in order to provide horses for the squadron of 
FitzJames' Horse. (Arnot, 1928) 


David Tyrie, younger (1727), of Dunnideer?® *%is listed as being a member of the cavalry 
detachment Lord Pitsligo’s Horse, which fought at Culloden2°. David was apparently neither 
attained nor excepted from the Act of Indemnity of 1747.21 He was listed as being pardoned. 2? 


Sir William Gordon, of Park was the Lieutenant Colonel of Pitsligo’s Horse. 2? William Gordon 
escaped after the battle of Culloden, and died in France in 1751. 


In addition to David Tyrie, Lord Pitsligo’s Horse also included several junior members of the 
Menzies family of Pitfodels, John and William, the second and third sons, respectively. 24 2° 
These were likely David Tyrie’s cousins. Both of them escaped to Sweden after Culloden. 


Most interestingly, a man named Alexander Wilson was also included as a member of this 
same regiment, and was identified as a servant of William Gordon of Park.° 27

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Lord William Gordon served on the Prince’s Council in Edinburgh. William Gordon had joined 
with the prince’s forces in Perth, prior to Lord Pitsligo’s joining the forces of Prince Charles. 
As such, William Park was present at the battle at Prestonpans, and the invasion of England. 


Alex Wilson was noted as ‘carried arms as a private man’ and his location after the hostilities 
was ‘not known”®. It is very likely that as a servant to William Gordon, Alex Wilson was 
present and participated in all the campaigns of Prince Charles. 


Alex Wilson was not identified as having fled, been banished, or being held, and if he truly was 
a servant, he may have pleaded for leniency, and of being pressed into service, especially as 
his employer had fled. 


The Tyrie family lost Dunnideer in 1724, possibly as penalty for their support of the Jacobite 
cause in 1715. It may have been that in exchange for the loss of their holdings the elder David 
Tyrie was not banished as many of his fellow Jacobites had been. The property passed to the 
Leiths of Overhall and later was acquired by the Gordons of Wardhouse. The Tyrie family had 
held lands and titles going back to the time of Robert the Bruce, but after the rebellions, they 
held no titles and no property. 


The younger David Tyrie, brother of Elizabeth, died on December 15, 1807 in Aberdeen. His 
death was noted in the Edinburgh Weekly Journal on December 23, 1807.

Elizabeth Tyrie married Alex Wilson in 1751. The connection between the Wilson and Tyrie 
families seems to be linked to the 1745 Rebellion. It is pure speculation, but it would seem 
unlikely that Alex and Elizabeth would have ever met had fate not put Alex Wilson and David 
Tyrie together in 1745.

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Coming to North America, Alexander’s Story 


Alex Wilson’s arrival in North America is a bit cloudy. He is obviously in Quebec by November 
8, 1784, when he married Sarah Kelly, but his actual arrival date has been unclear. 


There was essentially no immigration from Scotland to North America during the years of the 
American Revolutionary War (1775-1783). This included not only the 13 United Colonies, but 
the colonies in British Canada as well. While there was an increased emigration from Scotland 
to Canada after the end of the Revolution (1783), there is no listing for an Alexander Wilson 
matching the correct age description arriving in Canada in the 1783/1784 time period.*° 


There are records for two Alexander Wilsons identified as arriving North America in the period 
just prior to the Revolutionary War, only one has an age in the range of our Alex Wilson. 34 


The first Alex Wilson is listed as a passenger aboard the ship ‘Commerce’; captained by Duncan 
Ferguson, arriving in New York in February 1774. This Alexander is listed as being 16 years of 
age (born approximately 1758), a weaver from Paisley, near Glasgow.** The other Alex Wilson 
is listed in this same source, but as a 24-year-old ( born approximately 1750) mariner. This 
second Alex does not fit the known age information. 


If we assume this first Alex Wilson is the correct person, how and why would he have gone from 
New York in 1774 to Quebec in 1784. There is a hint in a land grant petition contained in the 
Canadian Archives from Alex Wilson dated January 28, 1788. 


A land grant petition, dated January 28, 1788, was sent on behalf of Alex Wilson, a merchant 
in Quebec, to Guy Lord Dorchester, Captain General and Governor in Chief of the Province of 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. The petition sought a land grant for a parcel of land 
in the province to be settled and improved by “industrious people, good and loyal subjects,” of 
the King. The petition describes the land and the location of the property, with a specific 
request that the property would be adjoining to the tract sections set aside for “the officers o

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The signature for Alex Wilson on this petition is a match for the signature on other documents, 
including the marriage record between Alex Wilson and Sarah Kelly. This indicates that both 
documents were related to the same person.

This reference in the land grant petition begs the question, why did Alexander specifically 
request a grant of property close to the officers of the 84 Regiment? To find out, you need to 
dig into the history of the 84‘ Regiment. 
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84th Regiment and the American Revolution 


The 84th Regiment of Foot was a Loyalist British army regiment that fought during the 
American Revolutionary War. The regiment was created in North America by recruiting 
veterans from Scottish regiments who had settled in North America after the French and Indian 
War, 1754-1763 (North American theater of the Seven Years War); and recent emigrants from 
the Highlands to the American Colonies. The Regiment was divided into two battalions. The 
1st Battalion, known as the Royal Highland Emigrants; and the 2nd Battalion, known as the 
Young Highlanders. 


Major General John Small was the commander of the 2nd Battalion. Small had served with the 
42nd Regiment of Foot (Black Watch) during the Seven Years War. At the outset of hostilities 
between the American colonies and the British Empire, Small had begun recruiting Scottish 
emigrants for a Loyalist regiment. 


Following the Battle of Bunker Hill (June 17, 1775), Major Small was in New York recovering 
from wounds suffered in the battle, and recruiting newly arriving immigrants to join the 
Battalion and serve in the King’s army. Small had even boarded ships of newly arriving Sottish 
immigrants and convinced the captains to sail to Halifax and disembark the Highlanders there 
instead.

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As noted previously, a young Alexander Wilson landed in New York in February 1774, and was 
apparently still living in the vicinity. 


A muster roll for the 9th Company of the 2nd Battalion, under command of Captain John 
McDonald, dated January 21, 1778, taken in Halifax, Nova Scotia, includes an entry for Private 
‘Alex’r Wilson’, with an enlistment date of 10 July, 1775, enlisted by Major Small. This date, 
and the note of enlistment by Major Small, coincides with Major General Small’s time in New 
York, post Bunker Hill. 


Private Alexander Willson was also listed as ‘on duty’, in a later muster roll, dated September 
2, 1778 for Captain John MacDonald’s company of the 2nd Battalion of His Majesties Royal 
Highland Regiment of Highlanders in Halifax.

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The 1st Battalion of the 84" Regiment was headquartered in Sorel for the majority of the war, 
and served primarily in defense of British Canada from American forces. This included the 
American attacks on Quebec and actions around Lake Champlain and in the Mohawk Valley. 


The 2nd Battalion of the 84" Regiment, which included the 9** Company under Captain John 
MacDonald, served in a number of different theaters. These included the defense of the 
British Maritime Provinces (Nova Scotia, New Brunswick) and New England during the first 
years of the war; and shifting to the campaigns in Southern Colonies during the later years, 
including Virginia, North and South Carolina and Georgia. 


The 2nd Battalion left North Carolina in April 1782 for New York, and then on to Nova Scotia in 
October 1782. The 2nd Battalion disbanded at Fort Edward, Nova Scotia on October 10, 1783. 


Based on these documents, it appears that a young Alex Wilson was recruited to serve in the 
King’s armies during the rebellion of the colonies. This makes perfect sense. Asa young man 
with limited funds and opportunities, the chance to serve, and perhaps secure a grant of land 
from the Crown, would be difficult to resist. How ironic, that he enlisted to serve the same 
Royal family his father and mother’s generation had fought against. 
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Alexander’s Marriages and Family 


While many former members of the 84th Regiment settled in Nova Scotia, Alexander did not. 
An explanation for this may have been related to his religious faith. Most of the Scottish 
settlers were Protestant, but Alexanders family was Catholic. This may have been what 
prompted his relocation to Quebec, a largely Catholic province. 


As noted previously, Alexander Wilson married a young woman named Sarah (or Sally) Kelly 
on November 8, 1784. Documents indicate that Sarah was the daughter of Jacques Kelly and 
Jane, or Jeanne Archdaren. Sally as her name was signed on the marriage record, was born 
about 1770. This is based on her given age of 27 years at the time of her death in 1797. 
Jacques Kelly had died before prior to 1775, when Jeanne married Robert Keating. Robert 
signed as a witness to Alexander and Sarah’s marriage ceremony. 


Alexander and Sarah had 5 children that could be confirmed: George, baptized August 31, 
1785; Sarah, baptized January 1787; John Tyrie, baptized December 30, 1788; Elizabeth 
Rosalie, baptized 1790; and Anna Maria, baptized August 3, 1792. The article in Le Bulletin des 
Recherches includes a reference to a 6" child, Edmund Alexander, born in 1795. However, 
no records for his baptism or any other records were located. 


Alexander did not receive the land grant he had requested in 1788. 


On August 4, 1789, Alexander Wilson acquired the seigniory of Granville, and become the 
justice there. He purchased the property from Genevieve Lemoyne de Longueil, the widow of 
Louis Lienard de Beaujeu. The act was witness by notary Alexandre Dumas, in Quebec. With 
this, Alexander and family set up their residence in Terrebonne.

On November 21, 1797, Alexander married a young French-Canadian woman, Angelique- 
Catherine d'Ailleboust, of Musseaux and Manthet. Angelique was baptized on October 25, 
1781 in Lachenaie, Quebec.

Members of the d’Ailleboust family had a long and distinguished history in Quebec, going back 
to the very founding of the colony. The family members included royal judges, royal governors 
and military officers. 


Alexander and Angelique’s marriage contract was filed with the register, and the ceremony 
was performed in the parish church of Saint-Louis-de-France in Terreboone. Angelique signed 
as Angelique Catherine Manthet.

From 1802 till 1804, Alexander and his family lived in Chambly. (Register of Chambly, 1802 and 
1803). After 1804, Alexander and his family resided in Coteau-du-Lac, in Soulanges parish. 


Here Alexander held the positions of magistrate, tax collector and customs collector at the 
locks on the Saint Lawrence River. 


Alexander died on 10 July 1822, at 64 years of age. Angelique Catherine survived Alex by 23 
years. She died at the age of 64, in Coteau-du-Lac on October 27, 1845. 


Alex and Angelique were buried in the cemetery of Coteau-du-Lac. The Wilson family 


continued to live in Coteau-du-Lac for several generations, and were leading citizens in the 
community.

Thomas Wilson was 7 years younger than Alexander, with a recorded birth date of March 7, 
1765°°. He was also born / baptized in Cairnie, Aberdeen. Thomas had emigrated to Quebec, 
where his older brother had resided for almost 10 years.

April 1793°’, he was 28 years old at that time, and was listed as being a ‘merchant’.?®

A merchant, Thomas and Catherine lived with their family lived in St-Roch-de-Aulnaies and 
Quebec. During the period from 1807 to 1814, he is mentioned as a churchwarden of Notre- 
Dame de Quebec. Thomas acquired several properties, including the fief of Vilme, by deed 
drawn up before the notary Roger Lelievre, dated January 20, 1810. 


Thomas and Catherine had 9 children, although Le Bulletin des Recherches lists only 5*. They 
were: Catherine Esther Emilie*, baptized June 11, 1794, died August 13, 1784; Catherine 
Elisabeth Zoe*, baptized on July 9, 1795, died on October 21, 1800; Marie Angelique Flore*, 
baptized on November 12, 1796; Marie Adelaide Eliza, baptized on April 28, 1798; Marie 
Felicite Christine, baptized October 16, 1799; George Thomas*, baptized October 25, 1801, 
died September 11, 1813; Marie Melanie, baptized August 3, 1803, died July 15, 1804; Victor 
Guillaume ‘William’, baptized December 19, 1805; Alexander Tyrie*, baptized October 6, 1807.
